115, impose upon a railroad coporation 
an obligation to erect and maintain 
suitable fences upon both sides of the 
entire length of its railroad, except 
where there is a public or private way 
across the railroad, and with other ex- 
ceptions not here material. If a public 
way, the company must leave openings. 
If a private way, it must leave openings 
or maintain convenient bars or gates, 
as the may be. Where there is 
no public or private way (and except 
as above) it must fence its road. The 
primary purpose of the statue is not to 
benefit the abutters, but to prevent 
any entrance or intrusion on the rail- 
road that may endanger the safety of 
railroad travel.

SUITABLE FOR ITS PURPOSE. 

There is, however, one measure of 
immediate relief that we think can 
safely and properly be given; and that 
is, the placing of gates or turnstiles in 
the fence, to be opened on the arrival 
of outbound trains for the exit of 
passengers who desire to go to the west 
side of the railroad. The platform 
gates on that side of the cars should 
be opened at the same time and for the 
same purpose. This would remove one- 
half of the present inconvenience, so 
far as travellers on the railroad are con- 
cerned. 

When the company erected the fence, 
it also built a stairway leading down 
from the easterly end of the Beale 
street bridge directly upon the station 
platform. This stairway, which 
materially shortens and improves the 
Beale street approach, the company 
should continue to maintain, mot only 
until but after the proposed widening 
of the bridge.

Public Debt Increased. ~_ 

Washington, Nov. 2.—The monthly 
statement of the public debt shows that 
at the close of business Oct. 30 the debt, 
less cash in the treasury, amounted to 
$1,020,563,901, an Increase for the month 
of $3,441,488, principally accounted for 
by a decrease in the amount of cash on 
hand. The debt ie recapitulated as fol- 
lows: Interest bearing debt, $847,365,500; 
debt on which interest has ceased since 
maturity, $1,331,540; debt bearing no in- 
terest, $379,623,590; total, $1,228,320,690. 
This amount, however, does not include 
$580,456,953 in certificates and treasury 
notes outstanding, which are offset by 
an equal amount of cash in the treasury. 

The total receipts for October were 
$24,391,415, and the expenditures $33,701,- 
512, making the excess of expenditures 
for the month $9,310,097, and for the four 
months of the fiscal year $351,009,010. 
The receipts from customs during Oc- 
tober amounted to $9,713,494, compared 
with $11,103,493 for October, 1896, and the 
receipts from internal revenue sources 
were $13,614,872, a gain of $251,716 over 
October last year. 


Gas Turned on Full, 

New York, Nov. 2.—A man who is be- 
lieved to have been a priest of the Roman 
Catholic church was found dead in a 
room in the Central hotel Monday. The 
gas was turned on full and the door 
and windows were closed. After mid- 
night Sunday the man, looking pale and 
haggard, applied to the clerk fora room. 
He did not register, but requested to be 
called at 10 o'clock. As he did not an- 
swer the call at that hour, the door 
was forced and the man was found dead. 

In the pockets of the clothing were 
found envelopes containing bills. These 
were addressed to Rev Father W. 
Thomas Stack. There has been an in- 
sane priest*in Harlem recently who went 
under the name of Stack and also under 
the name of O'Brien. 

The matron at the East One Hundred 
and Twenty-sixth street police station 
house said last night that the deceased 
was Father Edward J. Holden, who had 
been silenced several years ago by Arch- 
bishop Corrigan on account of his dis- 
sipated habits. A priest who called at 
the station house later stated that the 
body was not that of Father Helden. 


Ww. C. T. Union Temple's Big Debt. 

Buffalo, Nov. 2.—At the convention of 
the Woman's Christian Temperance 
union Monday, Mrs. Stevenson, one of 
a committee sent to Chicago to investi- 
gate temple matters, reported that the 
income of the temple, if it was entirely 
rented, would be $175,000 a year. Its an- 
nual expense, including interest, would 
be $125,000. About one-fourth of the 
building had been unrented last year 
and about one-third this year. 

There wasa lively debate, in the course 
of which Miss Willard said: ‘I believe 
wwe must not give up the temple. I 
know it would be death to someofus. I 
just thought I would go to some rich 
people who have been a little friendly 
with me and ask them to help us. 
don't know about owning the temple, 
but I do want to keep a controlling in- 
terest init. I believe it’s going to pay a 
fine margin. If I didn't I would not try 
to raise the money. I thought I would 
zo out and see what I could do. I am 
not going to make any appeal to the 
local unions, but of course if they set up 
nights and hanker to give, well, then, all 
right.”

An Interesting Conflict. 

Princeton, N. J., Nov. 2.—The discus- 
sion over the Princeton inn, the conse- 
quent condemnation of Princeton uni- 
versity and several of its professors by 
various presbyteries and synods 
throughout the country, and the action 
taken by Rev. C. H. Shields in announc- 
ing that he would sever his connection 
with the Presbyterian church, has 
caused a breach between the university 
and the church which is now believed 
to be rapidly approaching an open rup- 
ture 

Nov. 11, the New Brunawick synod of 
the Presbyterian church will convene 
here. A resolution will be introduced 
condemning Professor Shields for sign 
ing the petition for a liquor license for 
the inn, which will be followed by Pro- 
fessor Shields’ resignation as a minister 
of the church. President Patten, who 
will be present. Is then expected to speak 
in defense of Professor Shields, and the 
gauntlet may be thrown to the church 
by the university. 


Diplomatic Discourtesy. 

Washington, Nov. 2.—The attitude 
Which Great Britain will assume toward 
the proposition on sealing and the treaty 
which is to take its place is awaited 
with much interest. Thus far the Brit- 
ish authorities have not been informed 
as to what the conference proposes doing. 
At the same time, the British expert, 
Professor Thompson, has had several 
talks with Mr. Foster and Mr. Hamlin, 
and these have been of such a satisfac- 
tory nature that it was believed an ami- 
cable understanding would he rea; hed 
by all parties concerned {ff Canada 
Showed a disposition to assent to the 
agreement. Canada still stands in the 
way, and the continued absence of the 
Canadian Apert, Mr. Macoun, ts re- 
garded in the light of a diplomatic dis- 
courtesy, not only to the United States 
but also to the British government. ; 


Opened After Six Years, 
Washington, Nov. 2.—The congres- 
sional library, which has been in course 
of construction for six years, Was opened 
to the public Monday. All the depart- 
ments with the exception of those de- 
voted to fine arts and music were ready 
for use and the work in the two named 
is being pushed as rapidly as possible 
Everything is on a complete scale, and 
the automatic arrangement for the de- 
ivery and return of books worked suc- 
cessfully. About 350,000 volumes are 

now on the shelves of the library.

Worcester, Mass., Nov. 3.—Tuesday 
dawned with the four members of the 
househo!d of Edward Hamilton, chief 
accountant of the Worcester County In- 
stitution for Savings, in the full vigor of 
life. The night began with two dead 
and two dying. The change from life 
to death was wrought by the husband 
and father, who, in a moment of mad- 
ness, became a murderer. Hamilton 
killed his wife and one child and, after 
wounding another child, turned the 
weapon upon himself, with the result 
that he died at 9 o'clock last night at tha 
hospital, where he was taken with his 
daughter after the police had been told 
of the awful tragedy. 

Mr. Hamilton was married about seven 
years ago to Katherine Long, a profes- } 
sional nurse who had nursed him during 
a severe illness from pneumonia. Their 
married life had always been regarded 
as a happy one, and they were blessed 
with two children, a_ girl, Katherine 
Prescott, aged about 3 years, and a boy, 
Edward Prescott, about 1% years old.

a majority of 78. Conceding all that ts 
claimed by the Democrats, the next 
house will have 10 Democratic majority. 
State senators were not elected this year. 
Other estimates give a Republican ma- 
jority in the assembly of three. Esti- 
mates of the majority of Parker (Dem.) 
for chief judge of the court of appeals 
range all the way from 35,000 to 50,000. 

On the city ticket with Judge Van 
Wyck, Bird S. Coler is elected comp- 
troller and Randolph Guggenheimer 
president of the municipalcouncil.

I be- 
speak for the new mayor and his assv- 
ciates the co-operation of all my sup- 
porters, as I pledge my own inany effcrt 
they may make to administer the gov- 
ernment of the city in the interests of 
the people.” 

John C. Sheehan’ gave out this state- 
ment when victory was certain: “The 
predictions that were made at Tam- 
many hall regarding the result of the 
great municipal contest have been amply 
verified. All over our great city a cos- 
mopolitan people have stood shoulder 
to shoulder and brought about a triumph- 
ant victory for the party of the people. 
The result of their verdict is a seal of 
disapproval of the methods of extrava- 
gant and hypocritical Republican re- 
form administration. Henceforth in-

OHIO, 


Columbus, Nov. 


—The result in Ohio 
is so close that it may require the official 
count to determine the result, especially 
on the political complexion of the legis- 


lature. The Republicans and Democrats 
are both claiming the state and legis- 
lature with such persistence that it 
will require the official count at least 


to get one or the other to concede de- 
feat. Incomplete returns indicate the 
election of the Republican state ticket 
by 10,000 to 12,000, but the result of the 
legislature that no definite 
figures can be given out. The Demo- 
crats claim confidently both branches 
of the legislature, but give no figures on 
the number of representatives and sen- 
ators. The Republicans claim 54 rep- 
resentatives and 17 senators suré, or 
71 votes on joint ballot, 73 being neces- 
fary to elect a senator. They also 
claim 12 representatives whose counties 
have not been definitely heard from and 
all of which are in the doubtful list. 
Out of the five state senators yet to be 
heard from they claim three, so that the 
result cannot be determined until all 
the doubtful counties and districts are 
heard from. 

Cleveland, Oct. 3.—The Leader says: 
Governor Bushnell has carried Ohio by 
a majority from 20,000 to 25,000. This 
insures the election of a Republican 
majority in the general assembly and the 
return of Marcus A. Hanna to the United 
States stnate. In this city and Cuya- 
hoga county the Republican ticket hasa 
majority of from 4000 to 5000, and the 
three Republican senators and Republi- 
van representatives in the legislature are 
plected.

PENNSYLVANIA, 


Philadelphia, Nov. 3.—Returns from 
one-half the wards of the city indicate

Judges Bregy, Wiltbank, Audenreed and 
ferguson were endorsed by both parties.

Philadelphia, Nov. 3.—Estimates froin 
60 out of 67 counties in Pennsylvania in- 
dicate that Dr. S. C. Swallow (Pro.) has 
earried the counties of Blair, Clinton, 
Cumberland, Dauphin, Huntington, 
Juniata. Lycoming Moptour and Nor- 


| mumberiana Tne incomplete figures 
| show an apparent plurality for Beacom, 
| the head of the Republican ticket, of 
| 145,000, as against Haywood’s plurality 
| of 174,264 in 1895. The indications are 
that McCauley (Rep.), for auditor gen- 
eral, received about 170,000 plurality. 
The complete returns from all the 
wards in Philadelphia show a plurality 
of 71,019 for Beacom (Rep.) for state 


treasurer. The rest of the Republican 
ticket has approximately the same 
plurality. Swallow's vote is 15,556. The 


vote for Thompson (Ind. Rep.) is slightly 
over 3000. The majority in favor of the 
$12,000,000 loan is 15,694. In 1895 the Re- 
publican plurality was 74,546, and last 
year McKinley had 113,139. 


MARYLAND. 


Baltimore, Nov. 3.—Returns from the 
state are meagre and unofficial in char- 
acter. The estimates indicate that the 
Democrats may possibly have a major- 
ity on joint ballot in the assembly, which 
will insure the re-election of Senator 
Gorman. 

Latest—The Republicans have elected 
their municipal ticket in Baltimore by 
majorities ranging from 4000 to 6000, but 
the state ticket is in doubt, and there is 
some reason for believing that the 
Democrats have carried the legislature, 
and that Senator Gorman may succeed 
himself. Official returns from the state 
are most meager and unsatisfactory, so 
that even the chairmen of the state cen- 
tral committees hesitate to express an 
unqualified opinion as to the result on 
the state and legislative tickets. A con- 
servative estimate based upon partial 
returns indicates that the Democrats will 
have 60 votes on joint ballot, while the 
Republicans will have 57. 


KANSAS, 

Kansas City, Kan., Nov. 3.—In no state 
were the returns slower in coming in dur- 
ing the last elections perhaps than in 
Kansas, and this year's will not be an 
exception to the rule. In this city, the 
first city in the state, the Republicans 
will probably elect their entire ticket 
with the exception of coroner, surveyor 
and clerk of the court of common pleas, 
by small majorities. The weather dur- 
ing the day was perfect, but the regis- 
tration had been light following an apa- 
thetic campaign, and the vote polled was 
only moderate. The fusionists say they 
will elect a majority of the 13 district 
judgeships and about two-thirds of the 
105 seats of county officers. The ke- 
publicans claim at least one-half of the 
judgeships and a majority of the county 
officers. 


IOWA, 


Des Moines, Ia., Oct. 3.—The Register, 
Republican, claims Iowa for Shaw (Rep.) 
by 16,000. It estimates that this will in- 
crease to 20,000 by the country districts. 
The returns show that 25 per cent of the 
Republicans did not vote, while only 12 
per cent of the Democrats remained at 
home. 

The returns from about one-fourth of 
the 2005 precincts of the state show that 
the Republican plurality will be about 
17,000. The ratio of Democratic gain 
has been about 23 toa precinct for nearly 
500 precincts.

BIG FIRE AT DERRY, N. H. 


Appeared ina Bakery and Spread With Great 


Rapidity. 

West Derry, N. H., 
largest fires which have 
in this town broke out at! 
morning. The fire started in @ 
shop of W. S. Eldridge in the 
block, but when disc sovered not only was 
the whole ablaze, but the fire was 
gapidly going through the rest of the 
building. In the same block on the sec- 
ond floor Was a number of small fami- 
lies, who fortunately succe -eded in reach- 
ing the street in safety, although losing 
their entire personal belongings. On the 
street floor by the side of the bakery was 
the millinery store of Mrs. H. T. Teb- 
betts, and beyond this was the furtsh- 
ing store of T. B. Gordon. The con- 
tents of both stores went up in smoke and 
flames within a few minutes after the 
fire was discovered. 

By this time the entire town was 
aroused and the local department, which 
consists of three hose carriages, was on 
the The town has no steam en- 
gine service, relying entirely on hy- 
drants. Before an effective stream could 
be turned on the fire the entire Young 
block was a seething mass of flames, and 
in a very few minutes the Odd Fellows’ 
block had caught. The authorities at 
once realized the seriousness of the fire 
on their hands, and help was summoned 
from Manchester, 12 miles away. 

The Odd Fellows’ block burned 
tinder, and the contents of the 
stores on the lower floor added 
little to the fury of the fire. Both C. F. 
Kimball, boots and shoes, and W. H. 
Moody, gent’s furmishings, who occu- 
pied two of the stores, carried heavy 
stocks of goods, and both sustained a 
total loss, Mr. Moody's being over $14,000. 
On the second floor of the building there 
was a number of dentists, while on the 
third floor there were the rooms and 
private belongings not only of the local 
branch of Odd Fellows, but of nearly a 
dozen organizations. 

The Manchester engine and hose wagon 
with 30 men arrived shortly after 3 
o'clock, but by this time the progress of 
the flames had been stayed. Their ser- 
vices, however, were gladly welcomed, 
for the work of subduing the smouldering 
embers was a difficult one. The Young 
block was almost new, having been 
erected within a year. All the suffer- 
ers were fully insured with the exception 
of Moody, who had only a small amount. 
The aggregate loss is nearly $60,000.

A BULLET FOR MORAES, 


President of Brazil Shot at by a 
Soldier In Rio Janeiro, 


His Nephew Wounded and a 
Cabinet Officer Killed. 


Great Excitement In the City Over the At- 
tempted Assassination. 


London, Nov. 6.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Rio Janeiro says: “At a 
o'clock yesterday (Friday) a soldier of 
the Tenth battalion, whigh constitutes 
part of the local garrison, attempted to 
shoot President Moraes with a pistol, 
The president was just landgng at the 
marine arsenal, after visNing the steam- 
ship on which General Barbose, min- 
ister of marine, had returned from 
Bahia. The bystanders frustrated the 
attempt, but Colonel Moraes, the pres- 
ident’s nephew, was slightly wounded in 
disarming the soldier. General Mar- 
cus Betancourt, minister of war, then 
interfered himself stabbed. 
The wound was so serious that he died 
soon after The attack has caused

PRESIDENT DE MORAES, 
Dr. Prudente J. de Moraes Barros 
president of the United States of Brazil 
Was inaugurated for a term of four years 
on Nov. 15, 1894, in succession to Presi- 
dent Peixoto. He had previously been 
president of the Brazilian senate. In 
his first cabinet the minister for war was 
General Bernard Vasques, who, in May 
last, resigned and was succeeded by 
General Betancourt, who is presumably 
the minister of war referred to in the 
foregoing dispatch. 
Afloat or Sunk—Which? 
Newport, R. I., Nov. 6.—A very sad 
story was brought to this city by Cap- 
tain Stanton of the schooner Cornelius 
which arrived here yesterday with a 
cargo of coal. It relates to the found- 


ering of a vessel with those on board. 
That the crew is lost appears to be a 
certainty, for had the members been 

d from the ill-fated vessel they 
would have been heard from before this 


time, in Captain Stanton’s opinion. 

> Captain says: “Last Wednesday 
afternoon we fell in with the two masted 
schooner William Ellis, Bradford, Conn., 
about two-thirds of the way between 
Watch Hill and Point Judith. The 
Ellis had sailed from Port Johnson, N. 
Y., last Saturday with a full cargo of 
coal in her hold and a deckload as well, 
bound to some port in this part of New 
England. The sea was very rough and 
the wind strong from the westward, 
s0 strong indeed that we wree com- 
pelled to carry our sails reefed. We 
watched the Ellis and could see that 
something was wrong with her. About 
this time our jib-stay was carried away, 
and our attention for a time was taken 
from the Ellis. When I looked for her 
again she had completely disappeared. 

“The Ellis was two or three miles 
astern, and she could not have sailed 
away without being seen, and it is be- 
lieved she was leaking and wrenched 
by the heavy sea raging at the time. 
The captain was thus able to keep her 
afloat, and she must have sunk. There 
were twd or three small sailing vessels 
closer to the Ellis than I was. The 
people aboard these could have gone to 
her assistance if there had been any 
time to do so.” 

After the vessel disappeared Captain 
Stanton saw wreckage afloat, which he 
believes to have been a part of the galley 
house. oo

bonual Report Shows Neary a Million on the 
List of Pensicnors. 

Washington, Nov. 6.—In his first an- 
fiual r&port Commissioner of Pensions 
H. Clay Evans says that there were 
udded to the rolls during the year the 
names of 50,101 new pensioners and there 
were restored to the rolls 2971 pensioners 
who had been previously dropped, a total 
of 54,072. During the same period the 
Josses to. the roll were 31,960 by death, 
1074 by remarriage of widows and moth- 
ers, 1845 by legal limitation (minors), 
2683 for failure to claim pension for three 
years, and 3560 for other causes, an ag- 
gregate of 41,122. The whole number of 
pensioners on the rolls June 30, 1897, was 
976,014. The net gain over the previous 
year was 5236. It will thus be seen that 
the pension roll has not yet begun to 
show any diminution. 

Seven widows of revolutionary soldiers 
and nine daughters of revolutionary 
soldiers are stillontherolls. During the 


year 94,454 pension certificates were 
issued, of which number 50,101 were

‘‘We have grown from 26 charte 
members to a membership of 179 in 
three years; maintained for over two 
years an exchange for woman’s work, 
for the whole three years an active and 
successful girls’ club; each winter we 
have had classes in parliamentary law 
and papers on current events, and last 
year we established a most successful 
free kindergarten, as well as a literary 
class of great interest; most of these 
will continue this winter.’’ 

The club has a town improvement de- 
partment, which hopes to do a great 
deal of good work in the future. A wo- 
man health inspector, woman city phy- 
sician and women on the school board 
are a few of the improvements in pub- 
lic offices this department hopes to 
bring about.

Topic.—‘Infivence—why to get it, how to 
get it, how to use it.’’—Deut. xx, 1-9. Math. v,

‘‘What man is there that is fearful and 
faint hearted? Let him go and return 
unto his house, lest his brethren’s heart 
faint as well as his heart.’’ The coward 
was not to enter battle lest he should 
infect others with his cowardice. 

It is God’s desire that His people 
should have influence in the world. 
This is one reason why we should seek 
influence. It is God’s desire and inten- 
tion to influence the world for good 
through the lives of His people. ‘‘Ye 
are the salt of the earth,’’ Hesays. ‘‘Ye 
are the light of the world.’’ Since this 
ts God’s desire, we should seek to do it. 
God never sanctioned putting the light 
of Christianity under a bushel. His 
command is, ‘‘Let your light shine be- 
fore men,’’ and why? That men may 
be thereby influenced for good; ‘‘that 
they may see your good werks and 
glorify your Father which is in heaven. 

The best way to get the right kind 
of influence is to live a noble, Christian 
life.

All this time 
the hail and sleet was coming down in 
a cutting sheet and we were covered with 
ice in a few minutes, for though the top 
of the spar on which we were hanging 
Was 25 feet above water, the big waves 
struck us and broke over us, and the hail 
cut us like shot. I knew that it was 
about 3 o'clock when we went down, and 
it seemed to me that daylight would 
never come. For what seemed to be an 
age we hung on to the rigging, and we 
twisted our arms about the spar and let 
them freeze in position, for we would 
have fallen into the fearful sea. 

“When daylight came we could not see 
@ sail anywhere near us, and the sea was 
as badasever. There did not seem to be 
any chance of it going down. Hourafter 
hour we waited there, and then we saw 
the Mariposa coming. For a long time 
we did not know whether she would 
sight us, and we watched her from the 
time she was a little, smoky haze up the 
lake until we could see that she was a 
big vessel. When she finally sighted us 
and we saw her head for us, I tried to tel! 
my mate, but I could not, and he looked 
at me with a happy look in his face. It 
was a terrible time to us before she came 
up to us, and then I knew we were not 
yet safe, for the sea was running moun- 
tains high and the big steel boat was 
rolling likeaskiff. Every wave sent her 
up in the air until we could see her white 
bottom under her waterline. We knew 
at once that her captain would not at- 
tempt to lower a boat, for it would have 
been chewed up.

The second mate, Louis Laforce, told 
a harrowing story. He said that in th: 
rush of the men from the hold, one of 
them, a watchman, was trampled t 
death. The crew was frantic to get out 
of the place. Six or eight, he sald, must 
have been drowned like rats in the hold 
They were not warned of the sinking of 
the boat. The first long dip of the stern 
was the first intimation they had that the 
final danger was at hand, and then they 
made a grand rush to get on deck. The 
hatchway was too small to let them 
through together, and the result was 
that one of them was trampled to death 
and several were left to drown. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Charles C. Diman, a well-known mill 
man of Fall River and New Bedford, 
Mass., died Sunday of bright’s disease, 
aged about 46.

Jury Drawn From a Panel of 
Eighty-Eight Men. 


| Kelly Disapproves of the Purpose of Counsel 
te Establish Insanity. 


Dover, N. H., Nov. 8.—Saturday even- 
ing all preliminaries were completed for 
the trial of Joseph E. Kelley, the mur- 
Gerer of Joseph A. Stickney, cashier of 
| the Great Falls National bank at Som- 

ersworth, on April 16 last. The trial be- 
gan here just before noon with the im- 
panelling of the jury from a list of 88. 
It promises to be one of the most inter- 
esting cases in the history of Strafford 
county, or in the granite state. It is ex- 
pected the trial will last from 10 days to 
two weeks. The government is repre- 
| sented by Attorney General E. C. East- 
and Mayor William F. 
Nason, solicitor for Strafford county, 
while James A. Edgerly of Somersworth 
and Postmaster James Ryan of Dover 
are looking after the interests of the 
murderer. 

The residents of Amesbury, Mass., 
where the youthful murderer passed his 
boyhood days, are greatly interested in 
the case and not a small number are al- 
ready here. Mr. and Mrs. Kelley, the 
father and mother of the prisoner; Frank 
W. Kelley, a brother, and his two sisters, 
Annie and Lizzie Kelley, will be the only 
relatives from Amesbury, while there 
will be at least 11 more witnesses, in- 
cluding Drs. Murphy and Fitzhugh, who 
attended Kelley during sickness while 
he was under the parentalroof. The de- 
fense have been unable to secure an im- 
portant witness in the person of Dr. Nor- 
ton, who attended Kelley when he is said 
to have fallen from the roof of a build- 
ing and = Jure ed his head several years 
ago. Dr. rton, when last heard from, 
was in W ae aed on, but a most diligent 
search failed to locate him.

HIGH GRADE IMBECILE. 


Murderer Kelley So Judged by Ex- 
perts In Insanity. 


Unlooked For Development In 
the Trial Thursday. 


Jury Discharged When a Plea of Guilty Was 
Entered by the Prisoner. 


Dover, N. H., Nov. 12.—When court ad- 
journed last evening Joseph E. Kelley 


cried. The defence was. victorious. 
Not only the Kelley experts, but Dr. 
Cowles, the prosecution’s expert, had 


expressed his belief in Kelley’s insanity. 
Th prisoner wished to die for the murder, 
and would hav been content and happy 
if he could bave been hung on the 16th 
day of 1899, when his con- 
tract with the devil expired. He cared 
nothing for life, and hardly appreciated

There was a murmur ol 
astonishment in the audience when the 
fact became known that the murderer 


was about to withdraw his plea of not 
guilty and waive further trial before 
the jury. When this action had been 
taken, the reason was a mystery until 
later on in the proceedings. 

In answer to the question of Chief Jus- 
tice Carpenter as to his plea, he said 
The taking of the case from 
the jury for the reason that Kelley had 
preferred to retract his plea and run 
his chances with the court’s decision on 
the degree he is to be convicted, caused 
the greatest sensation in the criminal 
history of New Hampshire. 

The expert testimony during the after- 
noon Was unusually interesting to those 
who have been constant visitors to the 
courthouse since the commencement o 
trial Monday morning. The 
medical experts testified to the effect 
that Kelley did not have capacity to re- 
sist the temptation of killing the aged 
cashier, and that he is a high grade 
imbecile, far from being an idiot, but 
entirely irresponsible, the atrocious 
crime probably being the product of a 
diseased mind. Kelley took more inter- 
est in tl line of testimony than that 
of any ¢ dduring the week.

Clerk Durgin then Stated that it was 
understood that the defendant desired 
to be heard again by the « ourt, as to his 
guilt or innocenca Kelley then arose A 
stir of excitement passed through the 
room as Kelley began to address the 
court. He said: 

“Your honors, this question of re- 
tracting my plea all remains with your 
honors; if you will fix the date of my ex- 
ecution on the 16th of January, 1899, then 
your honors, I retract my pleaand plead 
guilty to the charge of murder. J plead 
guilty of murder,” he repeated, ina voice 
iistinct and unmoved by emotion. 

Upon hearing Kelley's statement the 
eourt decided that the jury should be 
discharged and that the court would hear 
further evidence in the case to determine 
the degree.

Was He Sentenced to Protect A oth2r Officer 
From Punishment? 

Paris, Noy. 16.—Scheurer Kestner, one 
of the vice presidents of the senate, who 
has been agitating for a reopening of the 
case of Alfred Dreyfus, the former cap- 
tain of artillery now undergoing a sen- 
tence of imprisonment for life for sell- 
ing important military plans to agents 
of a foreign power, has written a letter 
to the newspapers in which he asserts 
that on Oct. 30 he presented to the French 
minister of war, General Billot, docu- 
ments proving the prisoner’s innocence. 
He adds that the minister promised to 
make an inquiry into the matter, and 
also undertook to communicate to Kest- 
ner the result within a fortnight, pledg- 
ing the latter to silence in the mean- 
while. 


Without the Varsity Letter. 

Cambridge, Mass., Novy. 16.—Every 
man who played in Saturday's game 
has been deprived of the ‘varsity “H”" 
on his uniform, and has been given to 
understand that he will not get it again 
until the humiliation of Saturday has 
been wiped out.

Wefers’ Standing as an Amateur. 

New York, Nov. 16.—After the meet-

Differences May Lead to a Strike, 

New York, Nov. 16.—The relations be- 
tween the Electrical Contractors’ as- 
sociation of this city and the Brother- 
hood of Electrical Workers have now 
reached a crisis. Early this year the 
members of the brotherhood informed 
the association that Jan. 1, 1898, they 
would demand an increase from $3 a day 
to$4. They were promptly notified that 
such a demand would have to be denied, 
as the condition of business would not 
justify it, nor was it felt that the work 
was so sufficiently skilled as to call fora 
high rate of wages. The question has 
since then been a subject of constant 
negotiation between the parties, neither 
showing any disposition to recede from 
the position taken. 

Other causes of irritation have also 
arisen. One in particular has called 
forth much protest from the employers. 
This is the refusal of the journeymen to 
admit into their union a sufficient num- 
ber of men to supply the demand in this 
city and vicinity. Although the em- 
ployers say that their business has been 
widely extending all the while, the men 
have kept their union a close corpora- 
tion of about 800 members for a long 
time, and have in fact endeavered to 
corner the labor market in this line. 
It is upon the monopoly that they 
think they have established, it is safa, 
that they rely for the success of their 
demand for an increase to $4 a day. 

The association members, being unable 
to obtain any wedress of their grievance 
or any concessions in any direction, have 
at last taken the bull by the horns by 
sending to the brotherhood an _ ultl- 
matum which saysinpart: “Our mem- 
bers have not employed non-union em- 
ployes, but if by reason of your action 
they cannot secure competent union 
help, they will have no alternative but 
to do so.” 

No one can foresee the results likely to 
follow the strike of the electrical work- 
ers. If, as seems almost certain, they 
should insist upon striking, it would 
prevent the completion of some of the 
most important buildings now in course 
of construction and, what is even more 
feared, may lead to a general sympa- 
thetic strike. The outlook for peace 
in the labor world at the opening of the 
new year is regarded as as exceedingly 
ominous.

Murderers May Go Free, 


Bismarck, N. D., Nov. 16—An inter- 
esting question is presented by the 
lynching of the Spicer murderers, Two 


of the men, Holytrack and Ireland, were 
the state's witnesses, and without their 
testimony the state has no case against 
the two surviving suspects, Black Hawk 
and Defender. There is therefore now 
no possibility of convicting them before 
any tribunal. 

The feeling against Black Hawk has 


been intensified by the report that 
Coudet confessed before his hanging 
that Black Hawk and Defender were 


concerned in the crime. It has been the 
opinion of a large number of people in 
Emmons county that Black Hawk was 
the instigator of the crime. If he is 
discharged, it is predicted that unless 
he has an escort out of the country he 
will share the fate of his comrades in 
crime Defender, the other survivor, 
has consumption and cannot live overa 
year. 

It is claimed that a majority of the 
lynchers were from Winona, where the 
crime was committed, but nothing cer- 
tain isknown.

Two of 
the men lynched were wards of the gov- 
ernme and the lynching may bring 
about some action by the government 
to discover by whom they were lynched. 


Light on a Mystery.

He obtained several positions 
with other roads, but after working a 
short time he was discharged, he al- 
leged, without cause. Not long ago 
Ketcham secured employment with the 
Michigan Central Elevated company 
at Kensington, and moved his family 
to that suburb. He worked a short 
time there and was discharged.

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VICTIM OF AuSiNTHE, 


Brooklyn Man Held at Police Head- 
quarters In Lynn, 


Will Have Examination as to 
the State of His Mind. 


Likely to Be Charged With Violating Postal 
Laws. 


Lynn, Mass., Noy. 22.—Arthur H. Eck- 
land of Brooklyn is detained at police 
hearquarters awaiting an examination 
as to his sanity. Heis also held pend- 
ing the action of the United States 
postoffice officials. who are anxious to 
secure him. He claims to be a member 
of a respectable family of Brooklyn, his 
father being the Rev. Mr. Eckland, pas 
tor of the Dean street Methodist church 
ofthatcity. The young man is married 
and has one child, his wife and parents 
residing at present with her parents in 
Brooklyn. 

Though only 22 years of age, young 
Eckland bas led a life filled with excit- 
ing adventures. At one time, head 
book-keeper in a large Brooklyn con- 
cern, and a trusted employe, he moved 
in the best social circles of that city. 
He dressed in the height of fashion, be- 
longed to all the ultra-fashionable clubs 
of that ciey, and was a favorite with 
all who knew him. He led an ex- 
cessively gay life while in New York, 
according to his own story, and was a 
full-fledged sport. Though the re- 
cipient of a good-sized salary, he found 
it none too large to meet the demands 
made upon it by the pace which he had 
chosen to follow. 

In the course of his reckless experience 
he became adicted to the use of ab- 
sinthe, and to his indulgence tn this 
drug he attributes almost entirely the 
unfortunate pusition in which he is now 
placed. He has tried sevéral times to 
drop the habit, but not until he falled 
many times in this effort did he realize 
that he was an abject slave to its in- 
fluences. He had severed his connec- 
tion with the old and pleasant associa- 
tions in Brooklyn; he had tried by. every 
means within his power to shake off 
the grasp it held on him, but to no pur- 
pose, and finally, believing that a change 
of surroundings might assist him in his 
undertaking, he came to Lynn, and 
fought the old battle against liquor, with 
the result that friends finally interceded 
and had him committed to have his 
mental comdition inquired into. 

It may be, too, that he will be called 
upon to answer for an alleged violation 
of the United States postal laws, in the 
event of his being declared of sound 
mind. It was learned from letters 
found in his possession, that he hed been 
engaged in soliciting purchasers for a 
novelty, securing, it is alleged, from 
different persons throughout the state 
sums of money ranging from 50 cents 
upward, on pretence of sending them 
a description and other information of 
the novelty it was proposed to sell. 

Eckland came to Lynn six weeks ago. 
When he left Brooklyn he did so un- 
known to his family or friends, but he 
was determined to try and lead a better 
life, If yrossible, and proposed, when he 
had conquered his thirst for liquor, to 
return once more to his home, never 
again to bring sorrow or remorse to the 
hearts of his wife and parents. 

His reason for leaving Brooklyn was 
to get away from evil associations in 
that city, and to surround himself with 
new acquaintances and healthier influ- 
ences, in a noble effort to regain his old 
place in the estimation of his friends. 
He tried hard to get remunerative em- 
ployment, but failed. While there was 
hope of securing a_ situation he felt 
strong enough to resist the temptation 
to return to his Brooklyn habits, but 
when the future seemed dark and the 
chances of employment remote, he be- 
came melancholy, and several times 
contemplated suicide as the easiest way 
out of his troubles. 

“IT was too proud to ask for assistance 
I could have secured money from home 
readily, if I saw fit to write for it,” said 
he, “but my pride would not allow It 
Though the temptation to commit suil- 
cide was strong in my mind, my re- 
ligious conviction that suicide was a sin 
kept me from it, and I continued to bear 
my troubles as best I couM. I have 
walked the streets of Lynn many nights, 
rather than impose upon friends for a 
night's lodging, and I am utterly ata 
loss to explain how I spent a great por- 
tlon of my time. I have suffered from 
hunger and have refused, even under 
those circumstances, the invitations of 
friends to dine with them, knowing that 
I could not reciprocate.” 


Nearly Roasted to Death. 

Trenton, N. J., Nov. 22.—Patrick Con- 
very, aged 38 years, was taken to St. 
Francis’ hospital Sunday, suffering from 
severe burns which he received in a 
peculiar manner. Convery entered one 
of the buildings of the New Jersey Steel 
and Iron company, &nd sought a place 
to sleep. He climbed into an oven, 
and later the night watchman started 
a fire In the furnace with which the oven 
was connected. The heat awoke Con- 
very, and his cries attracted the watch- 
man, who released him from his dan- 
gerous position. When taken out of the 
even Convery fell unconscious to the 
foor. He will recover. 


Guarding the Laurada. 

Wilmington, Del., Nov. 22.—There was 
much excitement here Sunday when it 
became known that 15 fully armed dep- 
utiles were watching closely the 
steamer Laurada, which has been in the 
Harlan & Hollingsworth's ship-yard 
since her seizure by the United States 
authorities some months ago for fil- 
ibustering. A rumor was abroad yes- 
terday that a party of men intended 
to seize the vessel, presumably for the 
purpose of another Cuban expedition. 


Work of an Incendiary. 

Williainsport, Pa., Nov. 22.—The large 
tannery of the Watson Tanning com- 
pany was burned Saturday, involving a 
loss of $150,000, and the throwing out of 
employment of 100 men. The tannery 
was a mile from the fire company, and 
by the time the department got there the 
entire structure was doomed. The at- 
tention of the firemen was then directed 
to the nearby property. The fire is be- 
lieved to have been incendiary.

AN APPEAL TO EUROPE 


Austrian Statesman Emits a-Pathetic 
Cry of Alarm, 


Lowering Olouds Over Pros- 
perity of Continent. 


Co-operation Invited to Counteract a Transat- 
lantic Menace.

Vienna, Nov. 22.—Count Goluchowskl, 
the Austro-Hungarian minister of 
foreign affairs, when making an appeal 
to all Europe in his annual address be- 
fore the Austrian and Hungarian dele- 
gations to take advantage of the present 
erea of peace and to join closely for the 
vigorous defense of conditions common 
to each European country as against the 
“crushing competition of transatlantic 
nations,” said: “A turning point has 
been reached in European countries 
which calls for the unremitting attention 
of government. The great problems of 
material welfare, which become more 
pressing every year, are no longer mat- 
ters for the future, but require to be 
taken in hand instantly. The destruc- 
tive competition which transoceanic 
countries are carrying on in part at 
present, and which is in part to be ex- 
pected in the immediate future, requires 
prompt and thorough counteracting 
measures if the vital interests of the peo- 
ple of Europe are not to be gravely com- 
promised. 

“We must fight shoulder to shoulder 
against a common danger, and arm our- 
selves for the struggle with all the means 
at our disposal. Just as the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries were absorbed 
by religious wars, just as the eighteenth 
century was marked by the triumph of 
liberal ideas, and just as the nineteenth 
century has been notable for the appear- 
ance of great questions of nationality, 
so will the twentieth century be for 
Europe a period marked by a struggle 
for existence in the politico-commercial 
European nations must close 
ranks in order successfully to defend 
their existence. May this be realized 
everywhere, and may the epoch of peace- 
ful development we now confidently an- 
ticipates be employed in collecting our 
strength and devoting ourselves chiefly 
to this end.” 

Went Through the War. 

New York, Nov. —General Albert 
Ordway died last evening at the Hoff- 
man House. General Ordway and his 
wife returned from Europe last Wed- 
nesday. Next day the general was 
taken sick and he continued to grow 
weaker until 7:15 o'clock Sunday even- 
ing. 

The general’s death was doubtless 
hastened by the sad and recent events 
in connection with his daughter, Bettina 
Girard. The latter a day or two ago 
was transferred to a private sanitarium 
from Bellevue hospital. Owing to the 
pleading of his wife, who had become 
reconciled to her daughter, General Ord- 
way finally consented to the return of the 
former actress, and a reunion of the 
family in Washington was arranged. 

Brevet General Albert Ordway was 
born in 1843 and served with credit and 
gallantry throughout the civil war, the 
greater portion of the time with his regi- 
ment, the Twenty-fourth Massachusetts 
infantry. An act of personal gallantry 
at Newberne, N. C., was followed by his 
appointment as adjutant of the regiment 
He remained in North Carolina until 
June, 1863, later serving in the army of 
the Potomac, then in Florida and through 
the campaign of 1864-65 in the army of 
the James. After the occupation of 
Richmond he was appointed provost 
marshal of Virginia, where, through a 
portion of the troublous reconstruction 
times, he directed the delicate duties of 
his position with much skill and tact. 
For gallantry at various times and be- 
cause of his ability he had been succes- 
sively promoted until, when slightly 
over 22 years of age, he was made brevet 
brigadier general, being the youngest 
officer in the service to receive that 
grade. His regiment and himself were 
retained in the service until February, 
1866, and were the last volunteer troops 
mustered out in the state.

to the demands of the powers with re- 
spect to autonomy for the island of 
Crete, especially in the matter of with- 
drawing the Turkish troops.”

Was Shot For Interfering In a Battle of Fisti- 
cuffs. 

Boston, Noy. 22.—Antone Solmanle, 2 
years old, attempted the role of peace- 
maker last night between two fellow 
countrymen, but only received a bullet 
in the abdomen for his pains, and little 
hope is held out for his recovery from the 
wound, The man who fired the shot is 
probably still at largp, although a man 
somewhat answering his description 
Was arrested in Chelsea late last even- 
ing, but has not yet been identified. 

The shooting took place in a house on 
South Margin street occupied by Bernard 
Pitehon. Solmanie was visiting Pitchon 
and while there Vincent Acquaro ap- 
peared and soon became involved in a 
dispute with Pitchon. The two men 
grew warm over the subject of the dis- 
pute, which is said to have been 
Pitchon’s wife, and before long they 
were exchanging blows, although with 
nothing more than their fists. Solmanie, 
however, thought that more serious 
weapons might be used, so he rushed be- 
tweenthetwo. Thisseemed to intensify 
the anger of both the men, but Acquaro 
more especially. He pulled a revolver 
from his pocket and fired one shot at 
Solmanie, who fell to the floor, while the 
blood poured from an ugly wound in 
the abdomen. 

A few moments later the police were on 
the scene and, after sending the wounded 
man to the hospital, began a search for 
Acquaro. No trace, however, could be 
found of Solmanie's assailant, although 
all the out of town police stations were 
notified of the affair. Abcut 11 o’clock, 
however, word was received from Chel- 
sea that a man apparently answering 
Acquaro’s description had been arrested 
on an electric car bound through the 
city from Boston to Lynn.

Biackmail. 

New York, Nov. 23.—William C. Wood- 
ward, alias “Big Hawley,” charged with 
attempting to blackmail S. W. Bridg- 
ham, son-in-law of W. C. Schemerhorn, 
a banker, has been found guilty and re- 
manded until Noy. 29 for sentence. 

Woodward was accused of having sent 
threatening letters to Mr. Bridgham in 
May last. He was harged with having 
been implicated in engineering a $100,- 
000 damage suit against Bridgham for 
alienating the affection of Eugenia, the 
wife of James Ward. 

Woodward testified that he had never 
seen Ward or known such a man, and 
declared that he knew nothing about the 
case of Ward against Bridgham. He ts 
37 years old and had been arrested 37 
times. He had never been convicted, 
and this was the first time he had ever 
been tried. He thought that there was 
some fatality pursuing him, as he had 
never been guilty. He had been abroad 
and had livedin London. There he made 
$1,000,000. From there he went te Cey- 
lon, where he got diamonds worth £20,- 
000. From there he went to Van Die- 
man’s Land, where he was arrested three 
times, once for robbing a bank in Lon- 
don. 

He then returned to America and be- 
gan doing the trains between New York 
and Boston, teaching young dudes to 
play cards. He went to St. Louis, where 
he was arrested on suspicion. After he 
Bot out of jail in St. Louis he went to 
Washington in time for the inauguration.

went to Colorado, where he was again 
arrested. He got out of that all right 
and came on towards this city. He 
sto -d off at Philadelphia, where he was 
ar: ed for swindling a jeweler, but he 
also escaped punishment for this.

Fire Consumes a Large Building In 
Baltimore, 


Panic Among the Work Peo- 
ple and Visitors. 


Woman Fainted From Fright and Overtaken 
by the Flames. 


Baltimore, Nov. 23.—The entire con- 
tents of the five-story building, 317 and 
319 North Howard street, occupied by 
W. H. Scott, popularly known as “great 
Scott,” as a furniture store, was de- 
stroyed by a fire in which one woman, 
Mrs. Susan E. Mason, lost her life. The 
interior of the building, occupied by 
Mr. Scott, which is owned by Michael 
F. McCormick, was also completely con- 
sumed, although the four walls remain 
standing. The total damage tothat and 
adjoining property is estimated at about 
$135,000. The two adjoining buildings, 
Occupied respectively by the Uriah Pol- 
lack Furniture company and Potthast 
Brothers, dealers in antique furniture, 
on the north side were considerably in- 
jured by fire and water, the former sus- 
taining the greater loss. In the alley 
in the rear of the Scott building three 
small houses, occupied by colored peo- 
ple, were damaged to the extent of about 
$500, sparks having fired the roofs. 

The fire started in the basement of the 
store, which was filled with chairs and 
other furniture. It is thought by some 
of the employes that the highly infam- 
Mable material that encased packed 
furniture caught fire in a mysterious 
way. From the basement the fire was 
communiated to every, floor in the build- 
ing through the passenger elevator 
shaft, which afforded a strong draught, 
and the entire building was soon en- 
veloped in flames. 

When the fire was distovered there 
were 45 employes in the store and about 
25 customers. Preparations for the 
holiday trade had been made, and an 
unusual amount of furniture was col- 
lected in the building. A panic followed 
the discovery of the fire, and everyone 
rushed to the nearest place of egress. 
Mrs. Mason is thought to have fallen or 
to have fainted from fright. Her body 
was found soon after the flames had been 
subdued. A salesman had his ankle 
sprained and. a fireman was slightly 
hurt, brit no other casualties are known 
to have occurred, although it was ru- 
mored after the fire that four persons 
had lost their lives. 

The insurance on Mr. Scott's stock is 
$81,000. McCormick's loss on the build- 
ing is $30,000, of which $25,000 ia covered 
by Insurance. The losses of the Pollack 
Furniture company and Potthast 
Brothers are not known. 


Explosion of a Lamp. 

Streator, Ills., Nov. 23.—The large Ge- 
pariment store of D. Heenan & Co. and 
the postoffice adjoining were destroyed 
by fire last night, and other buildings 
were damaged, entdlling a loss of $250,- 
000. The fire was caused by the explo- 
sion of a lamp in the millinery depart- 
ment on the second floor. A strong 
wind aided in spreading the fire to other 
departments, and the whole interior of 
the three-story structure was soon a 
flery furnace. The firemen then turned 
their attention to the surrounding build- 
ings. 

Julius Moses, clothing, and Abe Levy, 
boots and shoes, and the Union National 
bank, H. F. Howlands, furniture, and 
Purcell & Co., dry goods and groceries, 
were damaged. 

D. Heenan & Co's. loss is $200,000 
Their insurance is $125,000. Other losses 
are: Postoffice, $2000; Howlands, $3000: 
Purcell & Co., $2500; Moses, $2000; Dr. 
Taylor, dentist, $2500; B. L. Keeting 
$2500. Most of these losses are cc vered 
by insurance 


Opera House Damaged. 

St. Johnsbury, Vt., Nov. 23.—The 
Stanley Opera House was partially 
burned last evening, the interior, in- 
cluding the scenery, being destreyed. 
The occupants of the block, F. D. Hill, 
painter: Shaw Brothers, laundry; Alonzo 
Packard, meat and provisions, and Al- 
bert Gaskill, occupying a tenement, were 
damaged by water. The loss is esti- 
mated at $3000, with an insurance of 
$4500. The cause of the fire is unknown.

‘THE COMPETITOR GREW 


After Nineteen Months of 
Confinement In Cuba, 


Freedom 


Alleged Hero Betrays Two 
Cowardly Generals. 


Men Have Little to Complain of on the Score 
of Their Treatment. 


New York, Nov. 23.—Alfrado Laborde 

of New Orleans, Ona Melton of Kansas, 
William Leavitt of Bangor, Me., Will- 
iam Giles, a native of England, but a 
naturalized citizen of the United States, 
and Charles Barnett, a British subject, 
the master and members of the crew of 
the Competitor, who were released last 
week from prison in Cuba, arrived here 
Monday evening on the Saratoga from 
Havana. Although in a deplorable 
condition on account of their confine- 
ment in a filthy and unhealthy Spanish 
dungeon for 19 months and expecting 
daily during the whole of that time to 
be taken out and shot as filibusters, the 
five men were very happy when they 
landed here. The men wore the same 
clothes which they had on at the time of 
their capture on April 25, 1896, at Ber- 
racos. 
Another equally happy passenger was 
Julio Quesada, the young Cuban in- 
surgent who was ordered to be shot by 
Weyler, but was pardoned by General 
Blanco, a friegd of the prisoner’s father, 
who, before the latter's death in Mexico, 
had for years been a professor in the 
Havana The six men were 
greeted upon their arrival by an enthus- 
iastic crowd, who gave them a hearty 
welcome. ‘The poor wretches were too 
weak to respond to the cheers given in 
their honor. Captain Laborde’s brother 
Was one of these assembled on the dock. 
The scene was a touching one. The 
friends of the others cried with joy as 
they grasped the hands of the, released 
prisoners, whose eyes were sunken, their 
faces pallid and their forms emaciated. 
Representatives of the Cuban junta 
were also present, and they added their 
to the men who had risked 
their lives for the cause of ‘Cuba libre.” 
This is the story which young Quesada 
told concerning his release. It will not 
please his Cuban friends, who considered 
him to beamartyrforfreedom. “While 
a member of the army corps in the Pinar 
del Rio district I became possessed of 
information to the knowledge of which 
I think I owe the saving of my life. 
Last March I wandered about half a 
mile away from our hospital tent, when 
a detachment of the infantry battalion 
captured me. The noise made by my 
struggle to free myself aroused my 12 
companions, and they rushed to my as- 
During the fight that fol- 
my friends were beaten and one 
of them was killed. After the conflict 
was over I was bound and beaten un- 
mercifully. I was told that if I would 
confess where my comrades had their 
dynamite stored they would stop beat- 
ing This I declined to do and, 
seeing they could not force a confession 
from me they sent me fo Artimia prison, 
where I was tried and sentenced § be 
shot. 

“It was at this juncture that my 
knowledge stood mein good stead. Two 
prominent Spanish generals, one a brig- 
adier general whose name I do not care 
to mention, and General Arolas princi- 
pally concerned themselves in my re-

These men are either base cowards, or 
a desire to hold their positions over- 
came their scruples. They were incon- 
stant communication with the Cuban 
insurgent generals, having written let- 
ters to them which I saw, in which they 
stated that they wanted to make ar- 
rangements by which Spanish soldiers 
would not be attacked in the districts 
controlled by them. In return the in- 
surgents were to have free access to the 
holy trocha and be permitted to pass at 
will. This proposition was accepted, 
and in this way we were able to keep in 
communication with Gomez, 
Maceo and Garcia. We had about 5000 
men under the command of General 
Nunez, while the Spaniards had between 
40,000 and 50,000, yet we were well able 
to cope with them. 

In describing his capture and subse- 
quent treatment, Melton said that when 
the first shot was fired by the Spanish 
gunboat he and two of his companions 
tried to escape in a small boat. They 
were pursued and captured a short dis- 
tance from the shore. On board the 
gunboat they were cruelly bound with 
ropes and prodded with sharp pointed 
sticks which punctured their flesh. They 
were afterwards thrown into a cell and 
fed but once a day. After the first six 
days the prisoners were permitted to see 
Consul Williams and were fed twice a 
day, but just what sort of food it was 
Melton is unable tosay. It barely sup- 
perted life. Next Melton told of the 
farcical court-martial which ended in 
the sentence of death. 

“T never expected to be here,” he re- 
marked. Melton said that after the res- 
pite he and his companions were placed 
in a large cell containing 40 other pris- 
pgners, both political and criminal, in the 
Cabanas fortress, and there he remained 
in fear, expecting each day to be his last 
on earth. Last Thursday afternoon he 
was taken out of the dungeon, as he sup- 
posed to be shot, but in the corridor he 
met Consul General Lee, who; to Mel- 
ton’s surprise, informed him that all of 
the Competitor prisoners had been par- 
doned. Then he and his comrades were 
placed on board the Saratoga. When ar- 
rested Melton weighed 165 pounds, but 
now he only wetghs 100. He will remain 
here for about a week, and will then re- 
turn to his home. 

Captain Laborde, when speaking of his 
prison life, said: “The stories of cruel- 
ties in Spanish prisons are utterly un- 
founded. The jailers were as kind as 
eould be expected, and Mathew Fernan- 
dez, the warden of Cabanas, was es- 
pecially kind and considerate, so much 
so that we called him ‘father.”, Why we 
knew more about what was going on 
than you did.

Lab.), 6301; John 
Bascom, Williamstown (Prob.), 4948; all 
others, 20.

Cincinnati, Noy. 25.—Frank, alias

port, Ky., of criminally assaulting Mrs. 
William Gleason Oct. 6, and sentenced 
to 20 years in the penitentiary. Claxon 
and Green have previously received the 
same sentence for the same offense. 
There are five others to be tried for this 
offense, and all will no doubt receive 
20 years each. The defendants belong 
to a gang that insulted ladies, and the 
outrage on Mrs. Gleason was such that 
tynching was averted only by the trans- 
fer of the prisoners to Maysville. 


Glass Workers to Go West. 

Pittsburg, Nov. 25.—The French and 
Belgian glass workers at Arnold have 
decided to go to the state of Washing- 
ton and join Debs’ social democracy. 
On March 1 next 84 men will leave, and 
about a month later the entire colony of 
neariy 600 persons will follow. The 
workmen complain that in the east the 
glass industry is uncertain; that they 
are working only about half the year 
and average no better wages than they 
madeintheoldcountry. Onthe western 
coast they think they would have a new 
field.

Self W ae Shoe. 

Paul Wonneberger of Gruma, near 
Dresden, has invented a kind of heat- 
able shoe. Within the heel, hollowed 
out for the purpose, isa receptacle for 
a glowing substance similar to that used 
in Japanese hand warmers. A rubber 
bag filled with water is imbedded in as- 
bestos and placed between the soles. 
The water is heated above the heel and 
circulates while the wearer is walking. 
A small safety valve renders it impossi- 
ble for the bag to burst. The warmth 
never rises above 70 degrees F. and will 
|last about eight hours. The shoes are 
|slightly heavier than those usually 
| worn. Thesole is but little thicker than 
that of an ordinary wet weather boot.

Michael's Victory Over Starbuck, 

New York, Nov. 26.—Jimmy Michael, 
the Welsh bicyclist, for the third time 
this year defeated Frank Starbuck of | 
Philadelphia. The two racers met last | 
night in a 25 mile contest over a care- | 
fully prepared board track in Madison | 
Square garden, and the “rabbit” made 
a@ runaway race of it after the second 
mile had been completed. He won in 
50 minutes 29 1-5 seconds, thus beating 
his own Chicago in-door record of 52:34 
2-5 by 2:05 1-5. At the finish Starbuck 
was 30 laps behind, and as the track 
measured nine laps to the mile the 
Quaker city man was left three and one- 
third miles behind. 

Over 16,000 persons passed through 
the turnstiles, and half as many more 
were left outside, as the house was not | 
able to accommodate them. The great- 
est enthusiasm prevailed during the 
night and the preliminary events, which | 
were well contested, resulted in ex- 
cellent finishes. 

In the one mile handicap, final, Nat 
Butler, “the handicap king,’ beat John 
Gougoltz, “the unpaced king” of France, | 
‘by three yards, both starting from 
scratch, and it fell to the lot of A. E.

William Doran, who was with 
Wilson and Farrell in the murder, fled 
the country and has not been captured.

Military Cycle Attachment. 

A Williamstown (N. Y.) genius has 
invented an attachment for bicycles 
that he thinks will render them of great 
service in military maneuvers. The at- 
tachment consists of two steel supports 
that drop to the ground when a brake- 


like appliance on the handle bar is 
lightly touched. Upon these supports 
the bicycle rests, and the rider can 


come to a standstill and use his hands 
for any purpose without dismounting. 
When not in use, the supports are fold- 
ed up against the front forks of the ma- 
chine. The inventor claims that by the 
use of his attachment bodies of military 
wWheelmen can come to a sudden halt 
and fire on the enemy and reload their 
rifles without dismounting.—New York 
Herald.

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ELECTRIC TIMING DEVICE. 


It Not Only Times a Race, but Places the 
Men at the 

The electric place indicator and time 
recorder for recording the order of fin- 
ishes in bicycle S was given a trial 
at the Olympic track a few days ago, 
and although one or two parts are omen 
to improvement the inventor, Monroe 
Sonneschein, proved that the machine 

yas practicable and would be invalua- 
ble in getting the correct positions of 
the men even in a race won by inches. 

The machine consists of a tapeline, 
which is divided into segments. Each 
segment is electrically connected with a 
pencil located on a recording instru- 
ment in the judges’ stand. A moving 
sheet of paper is lined by the pencils 
and dashes, corresponding to the posi- 
tions of riders at the finish, are auto- 
matically produced the riders cross 
the tape. The time of the first man is 
also taken by the affair. 

When the first rider as well as the 
last crosses the tape, an electric circuit 
is formed, which, by the means of a 
suitable mechanism, the stop 
watch to be instantly stopped, while 
the pencil corresponding with the posi- 
tion of that rider raises itself from the 
moving paper. 

When the riders rode at top speed 
during the machine’s trial, there was a 
little difficulty abeut recording them, 
but the inventor claims that fault can 
be eliminated by making the tape a lit- 
tle wider and thereby causing a longer 
connection. Will R. Pitman, represent- 
ing the L. A. W. racing board, was 
present and will probably make a re- 
port of the trial to Chairman Mott, for 
with the machine perfected and fitted 
in all the tracks of the country the rac- 
ing game would be free from the howls 
of the racing men, and sometimes right- 
fully, that they were placed wrong by 
the judges.—New York Journal. 
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Foot Cycle Polo the Latest. 


Foot cycle polo is one of the attrac- 
tions at the cycle skating academy at 
Tattersalls’. Several of the local cycling 
clubs have shown their interest in the 
indoor adaptation of the popular sport. 

The object in the game of foot cycle 
polo is to knock the ball with the polo 
sticks between the goal posts of the op- 
posing club. When developed to a sci- 
ence, a contest ou the recently devised 
pneumatic skates will be an athletic 
treat to the devotees of football and 
polo, who find the season of their favor- 
ite sports cut short by the approach of 
winter. 

Owing to the ingenious construction 
of the new skate complete control is se- 
cured over all motions, quite impossible 
with either ice or roller skates. The 
game is scientific and requires -aill in 
skating a's well as quick judgment. The 
football player ought to make a star 
polo player, providing he is proficient 
in the artof skating. The game isreally 
a cross between football and polo.—Chi- 
cago Times-Herald.
